Boards Get 
First Look 
At Budget 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
is preparing a sort of ‘‘State of 
the Town’? message for presenta- 
tion to the Finance Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen Nov. 30 
when he will submit the 1966 town 
meeting budget article for their 
perusal, 

Bowen said he will deal with the 
financial problems the town will 
confront in the coming year, 
especially those over which it 
has little or no control, He 
specifically mentioned school, 
welfare and retirement expenses 
along with what the town is re- 
quired by the state to provide for 
veterans services and payments 
to the state and county. 

Refusing to preview the budget 
article, Bowen did say that he will 
not give the FinCom a complete 
budget, one that details revenue 
expectations and tax rate possi= 
bilities, until Jan, 15. With his 
initial presentation, he will simply 
comply with the charter require= 
ment that the manager submit a 
budget article by Dec, 1 of each 
year, It will be the first time since 
the town manager charter was 
voted that this requirement has

Nashoba Valleyites 
Spot A Moose A Yea, 


Each Autumn as the cider 
hardens a few folks in the Nashoba 
Valley see a moose, 

The timing of the moose=and-= 
cider season seems a mere coin= 
cidence, Undoubtedly a few have 
seen a genuine moose, For the re= 
ports have been rather uniform 
over the past decade; about one 
moose per Autumn, 

In a few Autumns, the annual 
Massachusetts moose has ranged 
as far south of New Hampshire as 
Bolton, Still in the heart of the 
apple belt, although, again, acoin= 
cidence, This season’s moose has 
been seen in Westford, Littleton 
and West Acton = according, that 
is, to unofficial moose observers, 
He made his annual public debut 
about two weeks ago by crossing 
Route Two in Acton just beyond 
West Concord, 

There is a biological rhythm 
that makes the appearance of a 
moose in the Nashoba Valley even 
more acceptable than a view of a 
flying saucer, If a moose were to 
appear in Massachusetts, it could 
be expected in the cider moon 
since bull mooses become travell- 
ing men at that season, The re= 
mainder of the year, they hang 
around some wetland and seldom 
stray beyond a five-mile-square 
area, 

In wandering into Massachusetts, 
a bull moose probably follows the 
historic pattern of animal dis= 
persal, Eastern Massachusetts 
never was important moose range, 
But since it was on the perimeter 
of moose country, the animals 
must have visited it regularly, 
Coffin’s ‘‘History of Newbury’’ 
records a moose shot November 
25, 1733, in Salisbury. It, too, 
probably was a stranger that had 
strayed into the commonwealth, 

The only section of Massachue 
setts where moose were regular 
residents = at least, in historic 
times - was the Berkshires, 

Getting down from New Hamp-= 
shire today involves more 
problems for a moose than it did 
in 1733, The New Hampshire moose 
population generally is estimated 
at fewer than 50 animals, and all 
confined to northern New Hamp- 
shire, Maine is the last moose 
stronghold in New England, 

A Nashoba moose could have 


been a native of either Maine or

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Why Thanksgiving? 

It is difficult to sing songs of Thanksgiving in these 
uneasy times, 

A festival and a feast of Thanksgiving were a natural 
thing for the Pilgrims whose fight for survival in a raw 
country was all they knew of life for long hard months. 

But it can give one an uncomfortable feeling of guilt to 
be openly grateful for a full stomach and a modicum of 
security when he is burdened with the knowledge that the 
world is splotched with pockets of suffering. 

Knowing what we know, can we be thankful now without 
acknowledging that what we are most truly grateful for is 
the fact that we are better off than some other of God’s 
children? 

Perhaps we could take some selfish comfort from our 
comparative economic well being were the world not so 
otherwise out of joint this November 25, But nowhere 
could it be more obvious than in Massachusetts, where 
turkey can be had for 29 cents a pound, that it takes more 
than a full belly to put things right. 

Right here, in the Commonwealth, where the whole idea 
of Thanksgiving was born and the principles of liberty 
and religious freedom eloquently defended, the people are 
reminded daily that there is a great deal for which we 
cannot and should not be thankful. 

In a time when the major religions of the world are 
moving closer to real tolerance, Andover’s religious 
community is split by a bitter argument over denomina- 
tional doctrines. 

In a time when the rest of the nation is beginning to 
bind the wounds of racial discord, Boston has laid bare 
the sort of deep seated anti-color bias that the South has 
always contended the North was concealing, 

And the list is longer. Rev. Arthur White of Boxford’s 
First Congregational Church broadened it Sunday in an 
“‘untraditional’’ Thanksgiving sermon in which he made 
the Bay State’s political opportunism, gangland killings, 
poverty program corruption and the General Court his 
targets, 

Rev. White compared present-day conditions in Massa- 
chusetts with those that existed in Palestine during the 
Eighth Century BC when the Prophet Mica saw “‘corrup- 
tion, appalling low morals, dishonest government officials 
and the prevalence of a low ethical tone.” 

“‘Does the Lord have a case against the people of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in this year 1965?” he 
said. ‘‘On her shores men once gathered, heads bowed in 
thanksgiving to God for sustenance wrung from a reluctant 
wilderness. From heights of patriotism she once earned 
the name ‘Cradle of Liberty’. And in the doings of her 
people integrity ran as a streak broad and wide.’? 

Today, said Rev. White, the cradle of liberty is a hotbed 
of corruption, gang warfare, mis-management and political 
opportunism. Blaming self-serving political leaders, pres- 
sure groups, labor organizations and business interests 
for the situation, Rev. White continued, ‘‘The voice of the 
Roman Catholic Church, which should roar with moral 
indignation barely whispers to its great majority. And 
Protestants lack enough unity and downright concern to 
make them an effective voice for reform. The Democrats 
lack statesmanship. The Republicans lack vision. Gang- 
land’s guns speak the only positive voice in the state and 
they bring death to the corrupt and the innocent alike.’’ 

Like Gov. Volpe in his Thanksgiving proclamation, Rev. 
White ended his sermon with the words, ‘‘God save the 
Commonwealth’’, adding the additional entreaty, ‘‘God 
have mercy on us all,’’ 

It was a sermon which suggests that perhaps the one 
thing for which we can be thankful in 1965 is that we still 
have time to put things right. 


Legitimate Gripe 


Town Manager Richard Bowen isn’t shy about letting it 
be known, emphatically, that he is indignant over the 
School Committee’s swift move to vote $400-500 pay in- 
creases for teachers without making so much as an in- 
formal inquiry about how costly the rest of the 1966 budget 
is going to be. 

It seems a legitimate gripe. 

The School Committee gives annual lip service to its 
concern for the taxpayer, but it continues to create budgets 
in a vacuum. It is a perfectly legal procedure for the law 
gives Massachusetts school committees a blank check. 
But this is not meant to relieve them of the responsibility 
for some concern about the balance, 

At the salary session last week only Chairman Robert 
Sherman seemed to have given any real thought to the 
impact of last year’s pay raise, much less to what effect 
the new one will have on the tax rate.

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It is unfortunate 


that he did not come armed with some statistical data to 
support his contention that Supt. Erickson was recom- 
mending salary increases in excess of what the town 
should be asked to manage next year. 

There is no question that Andover people want their 
children to get a better-than-average education. They have 
consistantly shown their willingness to pay for it. 

But they have a right to expect that their School Com- 
mittee will look at something closer to home than an index 
of financial data on 48 other Commonwealth towns when it 
sits down to determine Andover’s ‘‘ability to pay.’’ 

Full consideration of the fiscal facts might not lead the 
School Committee to any revised conclusions. It may be 
that we cannot make adequate strides toward the educa- 
tional system we want for a penny less than Ed Erickson 


has stipulated. 


But it would be comforting to know that the committee 
had come to this conclusion AFTER a look at the full 
school department budget and AFTER some consideration, 
of the overall town budget situation. 


Nature’s Way 


Burdock Seeds Carried 
About By Muscle Power 


The milkweed seed may dance 
like a ballerina on an Autumn wind, 
but the burdock prefers a traveling 
companion, 

The burdock is among those few 
plants that nature disperses by 
muscle power, But since no plant 
has muscles, burdocks and others 
that travel by hook or spear pick 
up muscle=-power from passing 
animals, 

The burdock, which is much 
enamored of shaggy dogs, cattle 
and horse tails, and woolen pant 
leg or sock, is a relative of the 
thistles, But seeds that hitchhike 
belong to many families, They may 
be grasses, beans or composites 
(relatives of sunflowers), Very few 
have flowers that would interest 
a florist, 

While the hitchhikers have 
spines in common with the cacti, 
the spine function differs, The 
cacti spines repel, Cacti decorate 
their leaves with spears that turn 
away grazing animals, The spines 
of the hitchhikers occur on seeds 
rather than leaves, They welcome 
passers~by, indeed, join them, 

By watching a dog as he lies in 
the kitchen, chewing burdock burrs 
from his pelt and spitting them 
upon the floor, one may question 
whether the burdock chose the best 
Path to survival, But the burrs do 
nqt remain in the kitchen, They 
are thrown out, and far from the 
Parent plant, And not even the dog 
can remember how many burrs he 
chewed free and left behind at some 
other resting place, 

As for efficiency, the burdock’s 
means of seed dispersal equals 
any other, There are two closely= 
related burdocks in New England, 
Both of them made a trans-Atlantic 


crossing without the witting aid of 
man, The burdocks are of European 
origin, 

Occasionally, the burdock over= 
does it in the matter of hooking 
rides, Recently, Frederic W, Davis 
of Montague reported to the Massa= 
chusetts Audubon Society his dise 


coverv of a chickadee that died, 


entangled on the spiny seeds on a 
burdock plant, The late E, H, For= 


bush reported that goldfinches -in’ 


Massachusetts sometimes meet 
the same fate, 

The use of the spear is quite 
common among those plants that 
botanists know as Bidens or 
Coreopsis, but which most of us 
would recognize only at this sea= 
son, and in the form we call 
beggar’s=ticks, Why these thin 
seeds that protrude from one’s 
outdoor clothing like small brown 
ticks should be identified with 
beggars is unknown, They show 
such a preference for costly 
Scottish woolens they should be the 
millionaire’s-tick, 

But, for some obscure reason, 
these Autumn seeds must be beg= 
gardly in name, and thus we have 
beggar’s-lice-which are not lice 
at all, but seeds that ride quite 
royally, Beggar’s-lice cling quite 
unrelentingly and sidewise: flat, 
long pods that remind one of a 
miniature string bean that acts 
quite un~bean-=like in hugging tight 
to a pant leg, And, they are very 
un=bean-like when one sets about 
dislodging them, For then they 
break into sections, The victim, 
who picked upon a beggar's-lice 
pod as a single unit, discovers 
that the seed passenger that latched 
on wholesale can be disposed of 
only at retail,

Moody-Bowen Clash 


School Committeewoman Bar-= 
bara Moody has responded to Town 
Manager Richard Bowen’s pub= 
lished comments that newly voted 
teacher salary increases could 
mean $1 = $1.50 on the 1966 tax 
rate with a letter of complaint, 

Though the manager made no 
statement of either approval or 
disapproval of the pay hike itself, 
he did ask reporters why there 
had been no inquiries about the 
tax rate impact after the school 
committee vote tentatively 
establishing teacher pay increases 
of $400 to $500, 

In her letter, Mrs, Moody pointed 
out that the School Committee has 
made an appeal to the State 
Legislature for real estate tax 
relief. In this plea she said, the 
committee drew attention to the 
fact that Andover’s assessed 
valuation per school age child- 
($18,781) is below the state aver= 
age of $19,925, 

““Our basic concern for the tax 
structure of this community has 
been of long standing as we have 
realized that Andover’s relative 
position is less than the average 
property tax potential for the 
state,”’ 

She continued: ‘*As we proceed 
to complete budget figures, I hope 
we will find areas where continued 
cooperation with your office will 
result in better efficiency and 
economy, In the business expenses 
items I am ready to consider co= 
operation, But in matters of educa= 
tion = teachers’ salaries - I am 
not ready to relinquish authority 
or yield to economy pressures 
from your office,”’ 

Manager Bowen was quick to 
retort Tuesday, He said first, ‘I 
have expressed no public opinion 
on teachers’ salaries, though you 
may be sure I do have anopinion.”” 

Secondly he stated: My office 
will never stop pressuring for 
economy in any and every town
